SUMMARY OF THE ILLINOIS TEMPER- | 
ANCE LAW, 
Ihe first section provides that it 
| shall be unlawful for any person, by 
himself or agent, without first hav-| 
ing obtained a license to keep a gro- 
cery, to sell, in any quantity, intoxi- | 
eating liquors to be drank in or“ 
about the premises where sold. 
second section de i 
[for auy person to sell intoxicating 
liquors to minors, except on the| 
written order of their parents, guar- 
| dinns or family phyiseians, or to sell 
to persons who are intoxicated or 
who are in the habit of becoming 
intoxicated, and all places where 
liquors are sold in violation of this 
act, ave declared to be common nui- 
sances and may be abated as such. 
The remaining sections render every 
person who, by the sale of liquors, 
either with or without license, shall 
lead to the intoxication of another, 
liable to pay reasonable compensa- 
tion to such intoxicated person for 
| the time lost in consequence of intox- | 
lieution, and two dollars per day in 
laddition; gives every husband, wife, 
| ehild, parent, guardian, employer or 
other person, injured in person or 
property, or means of support in| 
consequence of intoxieution, right of 
action in his or her own name against 
the person selling or giving the | 
liquor causing said intoxication; 
makes persons renting buildings for 
the sule of intoxicating liquors, or
